defined by Section 2-103. Further, the electors may all ow

general road and bridge or town funds to al so be used for the

pur pose of providing disaster relief and support services

approved by the Township Board of Trustees at a reqularly

schedul ed or special neeting.

Section 10. The Illinois H ghway Code is anended by
changing Sections 6-201.6 and 6-201.7 and adding Section
6- 201. 21 as fol |l ows:

Sec. 6-201.6. Direct the expenditure of all noneys

collected in the district for road purposes, including those

purposes allowed wunder Section 6-201.21 of this Code, and

draw warrants on the district treasurer therefor, provided
such warrants are countersigned by the district clerk.

No contract shall be |et
for the construction or repair of any road or part thereof in
excess of the anobunt of $10,000, nor shall any nmaterial,
machi nery or other appliances to be used in road construction
or mai nt enance of roads in excess of such anmount be
purchased, nor shall several contracts each for an anount of
$10,000 or less be let for the construction or repair of any
road or part thereof when such construction or repair is in
reality part of one project costing nore than $10, 000, nor
shall any material, machinery or other appliance to be used
therein be purchased under several contracts each for an
amount of $10,000 or less, if such purchases are essentially
one transaction anounting to nore than $10, 000, without the
witten approval of the county superintendent of highways in
the case of road districts other than consolidated township
road districts or without the witten approval of the highway
board of auditors in the case of consolidated township road

districts. Contracts, | abor, machi nery, disposal, and

i nci dental expenses related to special services under Section

6-201.21 of this Code constitute mai ntenance, for purposes of

this Section.

Except for professional services, when the cost of
construction, materials, supplies, new machi nery or equi pnment
exceeds $10,000, the contract for such construction,
materials, supplies, machinery or equipnent shall be let,
after the above witten approval is obtained, to the | owest
responsi bl e bidder after advertising for bids at |east once,
and at | east 10 days prior to the tine set for the opening of
such bids, in a newspaper published within the township or
road district, or, if no newspaper is published within the

township or road district then in one published wthin the

county, or, if no newspaper is published within the county
then in a newspaper having general circulation wthin the
township or road district, but, in case of an energency, such
contract nmay be let wthout advertising for bids upon the
approval of the County Superintendent of H ghways expressing
in witing the existence of such energency and, in the case
of consolidated township road districts, upon the approval of
t he hi ghway board of auditors. For purposes of this Section
"new machinery or equipnent” shall be defined as that which
has been previously untitled or that which shows fewer than
200 hours on its operating clock and that is acconpanied by a
new equi pment manufacturer's warranty.

counties that requl ate by ordi nance open burning of brush or

| eaves. Further, the highway conm ssioner has authority to

provi de necessary relief services follow ng the occurrence of

an event that has been declared a disaster by State or | ocal

officials. The hi ghway conm ssioner has purchasing authority,

subject to Section 6-201.6, and contractual authority as

defined of Section 6-201.7 of this Code.
